On June 8th of this year I visited Takasima 
coal mine,’ On Janding, Linspected the water 
condensers used for supplying the miners with 
pure, drisking water, I tasted the condensed 
wiiter and found it very sweet, pure, and with a 
very slight taste of iron, The gitantityof 
consumed for drinking and culinary, pur; 
is about. Goo gallons for the barrack’ hi 
men, This is about 4 gallons pir hea ys 

Inaddition, or in place of, the above-mentioned 
condensed water, the miners are’ alloweil to drink 
other water, which is brought 4o,the island and 
sold there, Before any water can be used it 
must be examined and pronounced fit and safe, 
for human use by the resident Doctor. 

I then proceeded to examine the beef tea which’ 
is given gratis to.the miners. daily. There are 
three large’ Digesters holding 200 gallons each, 
I tasted. 
the beeften and found it very. good and nutritious. 
Twelve ounces of this beef tea are given lo every 
man daily, and form the'basis of ail: soups, 

I examined the fresh. beef, which had jut 
come from .Nagasaki, and found it sweet-and of 
excellent character, Beef is given ‘pratis from 
relent lime, the quantity being about lb, per 

ead, . : me 
I then proceeded to inspect the tniners’ dwell- 
ing houses or barracks. | found them large, 
clean, and well ventilated, They are raised a 
foot pnd a half above the ground, [n.suminer, 
by means of. removing sori¢“toards at the 
bottom of the houses, a free current of air passes 
between. the floor of the’ house and the ground 
upon which itis built, This space is swept and 
cleaned from time to time, ° 

ly front and behind each house runs a well 
cemented drain, which is flushed daily. by a very 
copious supply of water, Each house is ‘sup- 
plied with two closets and onc urinal, which are 
emptied ‘daily.
